town and go Into business, bis own 
gainful occupation or tbo clrlc nctlvl 
icx. First bo must become enrolled 
n tho guild of bis trade, then ho had 
:o undergo an apprenticeship of tul 
seven years before bo could bo ndmlt- 
:ed to Its llvory. Tbcn ouly and thus 
only could ha nrrtvo at the freedom 
of his city. 


As a reward for high deeds those 


modlcval city 
republics sometimes 


conferred on inch strangers <s had 
nerved them well tbo freedom of tbo 
city by colcmn net of tbo burgcssen 
anil llvcrlca without tho apprentta 
nhlp ot servitude.
